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METHOD FOR SUPPORTING IMAGE DATA MANAGEMENT 



5 [0022] 

A clock circuit 26 includes a clock signal generating 
circuit (not shown) , and a circuit for generating time data that 
indicates the date and time (the present date and time) based 
on the clock signal generated by the clock signal generating 

10 circuit. The clock circuit 26 provides the control section 16 
with the clock signal and the time data. An image memory 27 
is a memory for storing image data obtained by the electronic 
camera, and is constituted by a non volatile semiconductor 
memory, for example. 

15 [0023] 

An event memory 2 8 is a memory provided to realize the 
event management functions of the present invention. The event 
memory 28 stores the names of events, data directly related to 
the events, such as the date on which the events are held, and 

2 0 data indirectly related to the events. The event memory 2 8 is 
constituted by a non volatile semiconductor memory, for example . 
The details of the data stored in the event memory 28 will be 
described later. The event memory 28 and the image memory 27 
maybe constituted by a single memory. Further, the memory card 

25 24 may be utilized as the image memory 27 and the event memory 
28. 

[0024] 

An audio generating section 29 is utilized to issue 
warnings to users via a speaker 30, for example. An ID memory 

30 31 stores a camera ID, which is assigned to the electronic camera 
2 in advance. The camera ID is set in advance such that each 
electronic camera has a different camera ID. The camera ID may 
also be considered to be a user ID which is assigned to a user 
who has purchase the electronic camera. The camera ID is 

35 utilized to confirm that an authorized user is registering image 



data to the image data management support server 6. An 
operation button group 32 includes various buttons, such as a 
power button and a shutter button. The types of buttons and 
the methods of use thereof will be described later. 
5 [0025] 

The time at which the imaging element 12 begins 
accumulating electric charges and the time at which 
accumulation of electric charges is ceased can be controlled 
by signals which are provided to the imaging element 12 in the 

10 electronic camera. The imaging element 12 can be said to have 
an electronic shutter, or to have an electronic shutter function. 
The function of an electronic shutter is equivalent to the 
function of a mechanical shutter. Accordingly, the electronic 
shutter will be simply referred to as a shutter in the present 

15 specification. In addition, although the electronic shutter 
is realized by the imaging element 12, there will be cases in 
which the electronic shutter will be described as being provided 
within the optical system 11, in a manner similar to that of 
a mechanical shutter. Note that a mechanical shutter may be 

2 0 provided within the optical system 11 along with the electronic 
shutter, in a manner similar to that of commercially available 
electronic cameras. 
[0026] 

Figure 5 illustrates an example of the various memory 
25 regions provided in the event memory 28. In the present 
embodiment, events held by parents when a child is born are 
managed by the electronic camera, as examples of events which 
are held due to specific occurrences related to people. A 
plurality of event data group memory regions 280, 290, . . . are 
30 provided in the event memory 28. Each event data group memory 
region is utilized to store data related to a plurality of events 
for a single individual. For example, the event data group 
memory regions 280 and 290 maybe used to store event data related 
to two children, "Taro" and v Jiro", respectively. Hereinafter, 
35 the event data group memory regions 280, 290, . . . may also be 



referred to as "pages" in order to simplify the description. 
[0027] 

Figure 5(b) illustrates a plurality of event data memory 
regions provided in a single page, for example, page 280. A 
5 plurality of event data memory regions 281A through 281E, 281F, 
281G, ... are provided in page 280. Each event data memory 
region is provided with a name/event name memory region 282 and 
a reference date/planned event date memory region 283 . The name 
of the child that is born, a reference date (the birthday in 
10 this case), and the time of birth are stored in the name/event 
name memory region 282 and the reference date/planned event date 
memory region 283 of the first event data memory region 281A. 
Note that the time of birth may or may not be stored. 
[0028] 

15 The names of events which are held due to the birth of 

a child and the planned event dates are stored in the name/event 
name memory regions 282 and the reference date/planned event 
date memory regions 283 of the second and subsequent event data 
memory regions 281B, ... 

20 [0029] 

Image data identifying data memory regions 284, weight 
memory regions 2 85, and height memory regions 28 6 are further 
provided in each event data memory region 281A, . . . Regarding 
these regions 2B4 through 286, they are treated the same for 

25 the birth of a child as they are for other events. That is, 
the image data identifying data of the first image data from 
among a series of image data obtained on a birthday or at an 
event and stored in the image memory 2 7 is stored in the image 
data identifying data memory regions 284. For example, the 

3 0 memory address within the image memory 27 of the first image 
data is stored as the image data identifying data. 
[0030] 

The image data identifying data is stored as data that 
correlates the image data obtained on the day of an event and 
35 the event. Thereafter, correlation is utilized to display 



image data related to an event specified by the user. Pairs 
of data that indicate the weight and height of the child, which 
are measured at events, are stored in weight memory region 285 
and the height memory region 286 as data related to the events. 
5 [0031] 

Names of events and planned event dates are determined 
and stored in the name/event name memory regions 282 and the 
reference date/planned event date memory regions 283 of the 
second and subsequent event data memory regions 2 BIB, ... by a 

10 program recorded in the control section 16 of the electronic 
camera, based on the reference date stored in the first event 
data memory region 281A (the date of birth in this case) . The 
stored event data include events that occur immediately after 
the birth of a child, such as the celebration seven days 

15 following the birth, as well as events that occur three to five 
years after the birth of a child, such as entrance into 
kindergarten. Note that the determined planned event dates are 
capable of being changed by users. In addition, events which 
are input and set by users can also be added to the event memory 

20 28, as illustrated in Figure 5(c). 
[0032] 

Figure 6 illustrates a plurality of image data memory 
regions provided in the image memory 27. It is assumed that 
pluralities of image data, which are obtained on birthdays or 

25 at each event are stored sequentially in consecutive image data 
memory regions. For example, a plurality of image data which 
are obtained on the date of birth are stored sequentially in 
adjacent image data memory regions 2 7 0, 271,..., and a plurality 
of image data which are obtained at the celebration seven days 

30 following the birth are stored sequentially in adjacent image 
memory regions 272, 273, . . . 
[0033] 

Similarly, a plurality of image data which are obtained 
at a family celebration are stored in subsequent image data 
35 memory regions 274, . . . , and a plurality of image data which are 



obtained during a visit to a shrine are stored in image data 
memory regions 275, . . . Note that in the figure, the numerical 
values which are listed in front of each image data memory region 
are examples of memory addresses within the memory regions . For 
5 example, the memory addresses of the plurality of image data 
which were obtained on the date of birth within the image data 
memory regions 270 and 271 are v 0001", "0002",... 
[0034] 

Figure 7 illustrates an example of the operation button 
10 group 32 (refer to Figure 4) that includes a plurality of buttons, 
of the electronic camera. The operation button group 32 
includes: a power button 32A; a shutter button 32B; a playback 
button 32C; a communications button 32D; a back button 32E; a 
forward button 32F; a related data button 32G; an image readout 
15 button 32H; a change event button 32 J; an add event button 32K; 
a page set button 32L; a page selection button 32N; and a text 
input button group 32P, for inputting text. 
[0035] 

Button 32A through button 32N have independent names. 

20 Alternatively, the functions of these individual buttons may 
be realized by utilizing button combinations within the text 
input button group 32P. In this case, the total number of 
buttons included in the operation button group 32 can be 
reduced. 

25 [0036] 

Figure 8 illustrates a plurality of program memory 
regions which are provided within a ROM of the control section 
16 (refer to Figure 4). A power supply processing program 
memory region 161, a photography mode processing program 620, 
30 a playback mode processing program 630, a communications mode 
processing program 640, an event mode initial processing 
program 650, and an event mode other processing program 560 are 
stored in program memory regions 161 through 166, respectively. 
[0037] 

35 Figure 9 is a flow chart that illustrates an example of 



the steps of a process executed by the power supply processing 
program 610, which is stored i-n the program memory region 161 
(refer to Figure 8) . The power button 32A is of a manual return 
type, which when pressed initially remains in the depressed 
5 state and maintains an ON state until pressed again, when it 
returns to its original state, that is, when it returns to an 
OFF state. The power supply processing program 610 is executed 
only once, when the power button 32A is pressed to turn the 
electronic camera ON, or when the power button 32A is pressed 
10 to turn the electronic camera OFF. 
[0038] 

That is, the power supply processing program 610 judges 
whether the power button 32A has been pressed to cause an ON 
state or an OFF state at step S611 . In the case that it is judged 

15 that the ON state has been caused, the process proceeds to step 
S612, and power is supplied to each component of the electronic 
camera. The supply of power is continued until power supply 
is ceased at step S616, to be described later. In the next step, 
step S613, the components of the electronic camera are 

20 initialized. That is, the position of the optical system 11 
(refer to Figure 4) is set to a predetermined position for use, 
for example. The other components are also set to their initial 
states. Thereafter, the operating mode of the electronic 
camera is set to photography mode at step S614, and the power 

25 supply processing program 610 ends. 
[0039] 

In the case that the power button judging step S611 judges 
that the power button 32A is in an OFF state, a completion process 
step S615 is executed, and the components of the electronic 
30 camera are set to their completed states. The position of the 
optical system 11 is moved to a standby position, for example. 
Thereafter, supply of power to the components of the electronic 
camera is ceased in step S616. 
[0040] 

35 In this manner, the electronic camera is set to the 



photography mode when the power thereof is switched on. When 
the shutter button 32B (refer to Figure 7) is pressed while the 
electronic camera is in the photography mode, the photography 
mode processing program 620 stored in the program memory region 
5 162 (refer to Figure 8) is executed, and photography is 
performed. The operation during the photography mode will be 
described later. 
[0041] 

In order to utilize the event management function of the 
.10 electronic camera, it is necessary for users to execute page 
setting processes to be described later, to set pages within 
the event memory 28, and to store initially set data such as 
names and birthdays into these pages. Here, it is assumed that 
the page setting processes have been executed in advance, and 
15 that pages regarding the child who was born have been selected 
by a page selecting process to be described later. 
[0042] 

Figure 10 is a flow chart that illustrates an example of 
the steps of a process executed by the photography mode 

20 processing program 620, which is stored in the program memory 
region 162 (refer to Figure 8) . The shutter button 32B (refer 
to Figure 7) is a two step switch, which can assume a halfway 
depressed state and a fully depressed state. The photography 
mode processing program 620 starts up when the shutter button 

25 32B is depressed halfway, and first executes a 
photography/storage process S621. 
[0043] 

The photography/storage process S621 executes the 
following steps. That is, when the shutter button 32B is in 

30 the halfway depressed state, the audio generating section 29 
(refer to Figure 4) is controlled to output a melody from the 
speaker 30, to inform a subject that the shutter is being pressed, 
that is, that photography is in progress. Further, auto focus 
is executed . The auto focus may be performed based on a distance 

35 data signal which is sent from a distance detecting device (not 



shown) . Alternatively, the imaging element 12 of Figure 4 may 
be utilized as the distance detecting device, and the optical 
system 11 may automatically focus on the subject according to 
the output from the signal processing section 15. Further, the 
5 aperture of the optical system 11, the shutter speed and whether 
the flash 21 is employed is determined, based on the output of 
the light about detecting section 19. The optical system drive 
circuit 18 is driven to set the aperture of the optical system 
11 to the determined value. 
10 [0044] 

Thereafter, when the shutter button 32B is depressed 
further and assumes the fully depressed state, the flash driving 
control section 20 is controlled to control the light emission 
timing and the amount of emitted light of the flash 21, in the 

15 case that the use of flash is necessary. The drive control 
section 17 is controlled to cause image data corresponding to 
the set shutter speed to be output from the imaging element 12. 
The image data is stored in the image memory 27 . The image data 
may also be stored in the memory card 24. 

20 [0045] 

When imaging and storage of image data corresponding to 
a single photograph is completed by the photography/storage 
process S621, the process proceeds to step S622, and whether 
the photography date matches the event date, which is stored 

25 in the event memory 28, is judged. Note that here, it is assumed 
that only the first page 280 is set, and the event date used 
in the judgment of step S622 is the event date stored in the 
first page 280. However, there are cases in which a plurality 
of pages are stored in the event memory 28, as illustrated in 

30 Figure 5(a). In these cases, the event date used in the judgment 
of step 5622 is the event date stored in a page which is selected 
in advance. 
[0046] 

Here, it is assumed that the first page 280 has the event 
35 data illustrated in Figure 5(b) stored therein. In this case, 



step S622 judges whether the photography date matches any of 
the plurality of event dates which are stored in the plurality 
of reference date/planned event date memory region 283. When 
the judgment at step S622 is executed, the date of birth is also 
5 treated as an event date. If the photography date matches an 
event date, the process proceeds to step S623, and whether the 
image is the first image obtained on that date is judged. 
[0047] 

If the image is judged to be the first image obtained on 
10 that date, the process proceeds to step S624, and the 
identifying data of the image data which was recorded in the 
image memory 27 in the previous photography/storage process 
S621 is stored in the image data identifying data memory region 
284 of Figure 5(b) . The memory address where the image data 
15 is stored within the image memory 27 is stored as the image data 
identifying data, for example. 
[0048] 

Accordingly, if photography is performed first on the 
date of birth, the memory address [0001], where the image data 

20 is stored within the image memory 27, is stored in the image 
data identifying data memory region 284 within the event data 
memory region 281A. If photography is performed at the 
celebration seven days following the birth, the memory address 
[0013], where the photographed image data is stored within the 

25 image memory 27, is stored in the image data identifying data 
memory region 284 within the event data memory region 281B. 
Similarly, the memory addresses [0039] and [0053] are stored 
with respect to the events "family celebration" and "first 
eating" . 

30 [0049] 

If it is judged in step S623 that the photographed image 
is not the first image photographed on the event date, the 
process skips step S624, and storage of the identifying data 
of the image data is not performed. The photography mode 
35 processing program 62 0 ends in this manner. 



[0050] 

Note that the judgment performed in step S623 regarding 
whether a photographed image is the first image photographed 
on an event date may be performed in various manners. For 
5 example, whether identifying data is already recorded in the 
image data identifying data memory region 284 of an event held 
on a date that matches the photography date may be the basis 
of judgment. In addition, the identifying data of the image 
data, which is stored at step S624, may be the file name of the 

10 image data instead of the memory address within the image memory 
27. Further, in the case that the image data obtained by 
photography are stored in the memory card 24, data that 
identifies the memory card and data that identifies the image 
data stored in the memory card may be stored in the image data 

15 identifying data memory region 284. 
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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To support 
management of a large number of image data 
photographed in different events. SOLUTION: 
An image data management support server 6 
allocates a user homepage to be accessed via 
a network 7 to a user who purchases an 
electronic camera 2 and receives a plurality of 
image data obtained by using the electronic 
camera 2 from the electronic camera 2 via the 
network 7 and an information terminal 5. The 
server 6 also stores the received two or more 
image data relating to the homepage. The 
electronic camera 2 stores image data 
photographed in the each event which is held 
with the birthday of a child, etc., as an 
opportunity by relating image data to the 
respective events. Event data indicating the 
respective events and image data related to 
the events are transferred to the image data 
management support server 6 from the 
electronic camera 2 and the server 6 stores 
related image data relating to each event.
